Merriam Gets Big Majority 
Here But Many Surprises 
Shown In City’s Returns 

APPROVAL IS GIVEN LIQUOR, WAR VETERANS AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT BOND ISSUES, ELECTED 
JUDGES AND SUPERVISOR, BUT DENIED $24,000,- 
000 FLOOD CONTROL PROPOSAL— 

Pretty well following the general trend of public sentiment in 
the county and State, Sierra Madre at Tuesday’s election gave 
Governor Merriam a majority of 539 votes over Upton Sinclair, 
supported the $30,000,000 war veterans bond issue, the $24,000,000 
State unemployment relief bond issue, negatived the county 
flood prevention bond issue pretty decisively, and, surprisingly, 
voted against fixing a limitation of 80 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation on real estate for county purposes. 

Also it voted in favor of both liquor measures on the ballot, 
gave substantial majorities for the elected Superior court 
judges, and the new supervisor of this district . 

Governor Merriam’s majority of 539 votes here was not sur¬ 
prising in view of the G. O. P. registration and the division in 
the Democratic ranks. He polled 390 votes in the August pri¬ 
mary and 1106 on Tuesday. Upton Sinclair at the primary re¬ 
ceived the support of 356 Sierra Madreans and on Tuesday 
567 voted for him. The total of 1860 votes cast established a 
new high mark, the highest previous vote being cast when the 
Wright State prohibition law toppled two years ago. 

Congressman William E. Evans, up for re-election after eight 
years of service in Washington and who was defeated by more 
than 10,000 votes by John McGroarty. Democrat who endorsed 
the Epic progrram, lost the city by 28 votes.
